Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  your  Public  Health  Department  for  1946. 

The  vital  statistics  can  be  considered  satisfactory  for  an 
industrial  town  such  as  this  one.  The  birth  rate  of  16.87  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  resident  population  was  our  highest  since 
1921,  and  the  death  rate  of  14.42  was  the  lowest  since  1942.  This 
year  also  we  have  a natural  increase  in  population  of  73,  being 
the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths,  compared  with  a natural 
decrease  of  4 last  year. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  (33),  although  higher  than  last 
year  (31),  which  was  the  lowest  on  record,  is  still  lower  than  that 
of  the  country  as  a whole  (43),  and  also  compares  favourably  with 
that  of  other  small  towns  (37).  The  Still  Birth  Rate  (0.44),  while 
double  that  of  last  year  (0.22)  is  still  lower  than  that  of  the  country 
as  a whole  (0.53)  and  of  other  small  towns  (0.59),  and  there  were 
no  Maternal  Deaths. 

Of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Chicken  Pox  was  the  most  pre- 
valent and  there  were  131  cases  during  the  year.  Diphtheria  again 
decreased,  there  being  4 cases  as  compared  with  7 in  1945.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  a new  immunisation  drive  was  commenced  and 
it  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  this 
disease  still  further  in  the  future.  Scarlet  Fever  was  mild  in  charac- 
ter and  showed  a decreased  incidence,  there  being  only  30  cases  in 
1946.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough 
and  60  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  two  cases 
of  Paratyphoid,  one  of  which  proved  fatal.  These  were  the  first 
cases  reported  in  the  district  since  1941. 

It  was  perhaps  unfortunate  that  three  different  persons  were 
employed  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  this  Borough  during  the 
year  under  review.  Dr.  B.  M.  Newlands  resigned  from  this  posi- 
tion in  April,  1946,  and  Dr.  J.  B.  McKinney  afterwards  acted  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  a temporary  capacity  until  my  appoint- 
ment in  October.  We  were  also  unfortunate  in  that  Dr.  Mary 
Townend  was  absent  for  a long  period  due  to  illness,  and  was  still 
absent  when  I took  up  my  appointment.

The  continuity  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 
was,  however,  maintained  by  the  three  Health  Visitors,  who,  under 
the  leadership  of  Miss  E.  Charlesworth,  the  Senior  Health  Visitor, 
fully  maintained  the  high  standards  of  this  service.  It  is  good  to  be 
able  to  acknowledge  in  this  report  the  loyal  and  devoted  services 
of  Miss  Charlesworth  and  her  colleagues. 

The  School  Health  Service  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Councih  but  this  did  not  prevent  the  opening 
of  the  new  School  Clinic,  which  had  been  planned  by  my  pre- 
decessor. With  these  new  premises  in  Atlas  Mill  Road  it  will 
be  possible  to  provide  the  more  comprehensive  School  Health  Ser- 
vice which  is  equally  the  desire  of  the  Brighouse  Corporation  and 
of  the  County  Council. 

The  Central  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  not 
equally  satisfactory,  and  the  provision  of  more  suitable  premises 
is  necessary.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  have 
long  been  aware  of  this  need,  but  suitable  premises  have  not  yet 
been  found,  and  the  provision  of  a new  building  is,  of  course, 
impossible  at  the  present  time. 

During  the  year  the  West  Riding  County  Council  continued 
work  on  the  Central  Dental  Clinic  at  Bonegate  House,  which  was 
to  be  opened  in  1947. 

Last  year  reference  was  made  to  the  steady  fall  in  the  popu- 
lation of  this  Borough  over  the  last  30  years.  It  was  thought  to  be 
possible  that  this  fall  in  population  might  have  been  due  in  part  to 
the  low  general  standard  of  the  houses  of  the  Borough.  This  year 
I am  able  to  report  that  the  Registrar  General  estimates  that  our 
population  has  increased  by  2,270  in  spite  of  the  housing  problem. 

A start  has  been  made  this  year  in  the  re-housing  of  the 
many  families  who  live  in  overcrowded  conditions,  and  some 
attempt  is  being  made  to  place  in  more  suitable  homes  some  of  our 
townspeople  whose  health  is  threatened  by  the  effect  of  adverse 
conditions  on  established  ill-health.  In  this  way  we  are  trying 
to  prevent  further  deterioration  in  the  health  of  people  who  are 
already  ill.  It  is  regrettable  that  we  cannot  yet  re-house  everyone 
from  bad  housing  conditions,  and  so  prevent  the  injurious  effects  of 
bad  housing  on  people  while  they  are  still  well. 

If  the  economic  position  of  the  country  renders  it  necessary 
for  the  Minister  of  Health  to  limit  the  building  of  new  houses  it  is 
hoped  that  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a greater 
number  of  new  houses  in  a district  such  as  this  one  where  so  many 
houses  are  sub-standard,  and  that  future  housing  programmes  will, 
at  a very  early  date,  provide  a certain  number  of  houses  for  the 
re-housing  of  people  from  unfit  houses  as  well  as  for  overcrowding 
purposes. 
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It  is,  of  course,  true  that  the  majority  of  young  married 
people  prefer  to  live  in  a house  which  is  sub-standard  but  is  their 
own  exclusively,  rather  than  to  share  a more  satisfactory  house 
with  another  family.  For  this  reason  I have  not  thought  it  desirable 
at  the  present  time  to  make  representation  to  the  Council  in  respect 
of  certain  houses  which  are,  in  my  opinion,  unfit  for  human  habita- 
tion. 


Included  in  this  report  is  a record  of  our  new  housing 
estates.  It  will  be  realised  that  these  can  only  deal  with  a very 
small  proportion  of  our  housing  needs.  It  is  proposed  to  include 
a similar  report  year  by  year  while  housing  still  remains  a major 
problem. 

It  is  appropriate  that  I should  record  here,  in  an  Annual 
Report  on  the  Public  Health  Services,  the  appreciation  of  all  in 
this  Department  of  the  efforts  made  by  the  Housing  Committee  to 
provide  as  soon  as  possible  the  greatest  possible  number  of  houses 
for  the  people  of  this  Borough,  and  to  wish  this  Committee  increas- 
ing success  in  their  struggle  to  convince  the  Ministry  of  Health  of 
our  urgent  needs.  In  my  opinion,  in  this  way  the  Housing  Com- 
mittee is  providing  the  greatest  single  factor  for  the  health  and 
happiness  of  the  people  of  this  town. 

The  difficulties  of  many  people  were  increased  in  September, 
when  severe  floods  caused  much  distress  and  rendered  some  people 
temporarily  homeless. 

During  the  year  we  encountered  a new  problem.  The  ex- 
Army  camps  at  Birds  Royd  ; Law  Lane,  Southowram  ; and  Fort 
Shibden,  were  occupied  by  squatters.  The  occupation  of  these 
camps  did  not  materially  improve  the  housing  position,  as  most  of 
the  squatters  came  from  outside  the  district.  It  was  always  clear 
to  us  that  the  problem  presented  by  the  squatters  was  likely  to  be 
of  long  duration,  for  it  was  inconceivable  that  they  would  be  able 
to  find  other  accommodation  for  a period  of  some  years.  This  view 
was  not,  however,  of  universal  acceptance,  and  some  considered 
that  uncomfortable  conditions  would  result  in  the  emptying  of  the 
camps.  These  camps,  which  were  designed  for  men  under  disci- 
pline and  had  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  communal 
demands  of  well  conducted  males,  were  not  as  suitable  for  families 
of  two  sexes,  some  of  whom  were  not  quite  so  well  conducted,  and 
the  occupation  of  these  camps  has  added  greatly  to  the  work  of 
the  Health  Visitors  and  Sanitary  Inspectors.  It  is  obviously  neces- 
sary to  try  to  ensure  that  while  the  camps  are  occupied  they  are 
maintained  in  a manner  befitting  a civilized  country,  and  that  all 
reasonable  efforts  are  made  to  keep  occupied  huts  in  a condition 
fit  for  human  habitation. 

The  attendances  at  the  various  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
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Clinics  were  well  maintained.  It  is  noteworthy,  however,  that  the 
Ante-natal  attendances  again  decreased.  This  was  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  large  number  of  women  delivered  in  hospital,  only  146 
cases  being  delivered  at  home  during  the  year. 

The  Day  Nurseries  at  Wellholme  Park  and  Ogden  Lane 
have  continued  to  perform  a very  useful  service.  The  accommoda- 
tion they  provide  is  not  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  present  day  demand. 
There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  in  either 
Nursery  during  the  year. 

The  report  on  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  is  sub- 
mitted by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  It  will  be  noted  that  with 
increased  staff  it  has  again  been  possible  for  Smoke  Observations 
to  be  taken. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  you  Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  help  and  interest  in  the  work  of 
this  Department.  I am  very  grateful  for  the  loyal  support  of  all 
the  staffs  of  the  Department  and  to  my  colleagues  in  the  other 
Departments  of  the  Corporation  for  their  help  and  advice.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  estimate  of  the  population  of  Brighouse  is  the  mid-year 
estimate  of  the  Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  29,810,  compared 
with  the  mid-year  estimate  of  27,540  for  1945.  He  considers,  there- 
fore, that  the  population  has  increased  by  2,270. 


The  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  16.87  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion. This  is  1.84  above  the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  2.23  below 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  and  4.43  below  the  rate  for  the 
148  Small  Towns. 

There  were  20  illegitimate  births,  representing  3.98  per  cent, 
of  the  total  live  births  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  0.67  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

During  the  year  there  were  13  still  births,  none  of  which  was 
illegitimate.  This  gives  a rate  of  25.19  per  1,000  (live  and  still) 
births,  or  0.44  per  thousand  of  the  population,  this  latter  figure 
being  0.09  less  than  the  rate  based  on  population  for  England 
and  Wales. 


The  Death  Rate  for  the  Borough  is  14.42  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  is  0.76  less  than  the  rate  for  last  year  and  2.92 
above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of 
frequency  : — 

1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation — 142  (compared 
with  153  in  1945). 

2.  Cancer — 72  (compared  with  65  in  1945). 

3.  Intra-Cran.  Vase.  Lesions — 62  (compared  with  60  in 
1945). 

4.  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  Influenza  and  other  respiratory 
diseases — 54  (compared  with  36  in  1945). 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  or  the  Death  Rate  of  Infants 
under  1 year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births,  is  33.79 — an  increase  of 
2.39  compared  with  1945. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  giving  the 
rate  of  0.00  compared  with  the  maternal  mortality  rate  of  1.43  per 
1,000  live  and  still  births  for  England  and  Wales  and  with  last 
year’s  Brighouse  rate  of  2.38. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  continues  to  receive 
clinical  material  and  water  samples  for  bacteriological  examination, 
while  chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  by  Messrs.  F.  W.  Richardson 
and  A.  Jaffe,  Bradford,  the  County  Analysts. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  arrangements  for  the  removal  of  cases  by  ambulance 
were  the  same  as  described  in  the  1944  Report,  cases  of  infectious 
disease  being  removed  by  the  vehicle  stationed  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Clifton,  and  other  cases  by  the  two  vehicles  available  at 
the  Civil  Defence  Ambulance  Transport  Depot. 


Nursing  in  the  Hopie. 

Although  there  is  no  municipal  staff  for  nursing  in  the  home, 
the  Brighouse  War  Memorial  (Nurses’  Endowment)  Fund  provides 
two  district  nurses  for  work  in  the  Brighouse,  Rastrick  and  South- 
owram  areas  : the  Hipperholme,  Lightcliffe,  Bailiffe  Bridge  and 
Norwood  Green  District  Nursing  Association  provides  one  district 
nurse  for  the  areas  indicated  by  the  title  of  the  association  : and 
the  Hartshead-cum-Clifton  District  Nursing  Association  provides 
the  part-time  services  of  a district  nurse  for  the  Clifton  area. 

Clinics  and  Treatjment  Centres. 

The  Table  of  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  in 
Table  3.  These  Clinics  were  substantially  the  same  as  last  year. 
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Scabies  Treatment. 


The  special  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies,  established 
in  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Hall,  has  been  widened  in  scope.  We 
now  treat  cases  of  verminous  heads  in  addition  to  Scabies.  With 
the  falling  incidence  of  Scabies  it  has  been  possible  for  us  to  under- 
take this  treatment  at  the  ordinary  clinic  sessions.  It  is  only  the 
more  severe  cases  which  are  treated  at  this  clinic.  The  minor 
cases  are  cleared  up  at  home  under  the  advice  of  Health  Visitors 
and  School  Nurses. 

A special  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  treatment  not  only 
of  actual  cases  of  scabies  but  of  contacts,  so  that  incubating  cases 
will  not  later  develop  the  disease  and  cause  re-infection  in  those 
recently  treated.  The  following-up  of  contacts  is  carried  out  partly 
by  the  School  Nurses  and  partly  by  the  Health  Visitors.

The  routine  treatment  for  a case  was  two  applications  of 
Benzol  Benzoate  Emulsion  unless  the  case  was  severe,  when  a third 
application  was  given.

HOSPITALS. 


A.  Fever. 

The  Corporation  continues  to  administer  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Clifton,  where  there  are  37  beds,  including  three  small 
single  rooms  used  for  cubicle  nursing.  The  Hospital  also  receives 
cases  from  the  neighbouring  Elland  area.

B.  Smallpox. 

By  agreement  with  Bradford  Corporation  any  cases  of  Small- 
pox occurring  in  the  Borough  may  be  sent  to  the  Thornton  Small- 
pox Hospital.  Bradford.  No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the 
Borough. 


C.  Tuberculosis. 

Patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  contacts  of  patients 
with  this  disease  are  under  the  care  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council.  Arrangements  are  as  listed  in  the  Table  3.  Where 
hospital  treatment  is  necessary  arrangements  are  made  for  admission 
to  Sanatoria  under  the  County  Council’s  control.  A close  liaison 
exists  between  this  department  and  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

D.  Maternity. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  admission  to  Halifax  General 
Hospital  of  maternity  cases  where  there  is  illness  in  the  ante-natal 
period,  where  an  abnormality  is  expected,  or  where  the  home  con- 
ditions are  unsatisfactory  for  confinement,  and  for  cases  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia.  An  arrangement  is  also  in  force  for  the  admission  of 
abnormal  cases  to  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital  or  to  Huddersfield 
Royal  Infirmary,  following  examination  by  an  obstetrician  on  the 
panel  of  Consultants  who  serve  the  Borough. 

E.  General. 

Other  cases  requiring  general  medical  or  surgical  treatment, 
whether  as  hospital  out-patients  or  in-patients,  have  the  choice  of 
the  hospitals  in  the  neighbouring  cities  of  Leeds  and  Bradford,  and 
County  Boroughs  of  Halifax  and  Huddersfield. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

No  alterations  or  innovations  were  introduced  during  the 

year. 

Consultant  Service. 

During  the  year  10  mothers  and  1 baby  were  examined  by 
consultants  in  their  homes  at  the  request  of  their  own  medical 
adviser.

If  the  figures  for  the  percentage  of  attendances  as  compared 
with  the  total  attendances  is  consulted  it  will  be  noted  that  there 
has  been  a gradual  decrease  from  1941,  in  which  year  we  had  our 
best  figure  of  72%.

Table  5,  on  page  20,  shows  the  results  of  an  investigation 
of  497  pregnancies,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  98.80  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  investigated  were  under  medical  supervision  during  preg- 
nancy. This  is  an  increase  on  the  1945  figures  when  95.78  were 
under  medical  supervision. 
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Consultant  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  arrangement  whereby  patients  can  be  sent  to  the 
Halifax  General  Hospital  either  from  the  clinics,  or  by  their  own 
doctors,  for  examination  by  a Consultant  on  the  staff  at  that 
hospital,  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Post-Natal  Attendances. 

The  practice  of  inviting  post-natal  cases  to  attend  at  any 
ante-natal  session  was  continued.  The  number  of  individual 
mothers  who  attended  during  the  year  was  46,  while  the  number 
of  attendances  made  was  59.  The  number  of  mothers  attending 
post-natally  represents  19%  of  those  attending  the  Brighouse  clinics 
ante-natally  and  37%  of  those  patients  delivered  at  home  by  the 
midwives. 

Domiciliary  Midwifeiy  Scheme. 

The  work  done  by  the  midwives  is  set  out  in  Table  6 which 
follows.

Home  Helps. 

During  the  year,  home  helps  were  provided  in  27  maternity 
and  7 domestic  cases^  with  an  average  attendance  of  12  days  per 
case.  23  of  these  cases  were  attended  during  the  mother’s  confine- 
ment and  puerperium,  and  4 cases  post-natally.  5 of  the  7 domestic 
cases  were  attended  to  help  recovery  after  illness,  and  the  other 
2 cases  were  attended  to  look  after  children  while  their  mothers 
were  in  hospital. 

Dental  Scheme. 

During  the  year  24  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  2 
pre-school  children  (new  cases)  were  referred  for  treatment,  13 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  both  children  accepting  treat- 
ment. 6 cases  were  carried  forward  from  previous  year,  making 
a total  of  21  patients  treated.

Breast  Feeding. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  percentage  of  babies  breast  fed 
during  the  year,  compared  with  the  previous  one.  These  figures 
are  shown  in  Table  8,  while  the  percentages  in  whom  breast  feeding 
was  abandoned  before  the  end  of  the  first  month,  grouped  under 
three  main  causes,  is  shown  in  Table  8a.  A further  analysis  of  the 
1 10  cases,  comprising  the  figures  of  the  latter  table,  is  set  out  below.

Cod  Liver  Oil  in  both  liquid  and  capsule  forms.  Iron  Tablets, 
Calcium  Tablets,  Wheat  Germ  Oil  Capsules  and  Vitamin  C. 
Tablets  are  provided  at  the  clinic  at  cost  price. 

The  Voluntary  Helpers  at  all  three  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
have  again  rendered  very  valuable  service.  The  help  which  these 
ladies  of  the  Brighouse,  Hipperholme  and  Southowram  Ladies' 
Committees  have  continued  to  give  has  been  much  appreciated,  and 
I am  glad  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  them.

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

Provisions  for  hospital  treatment  for  maternity  cases  have 
been  referred  to  on  page  18.  Should  a baby  need  hospital  treat- 
ment beyond  the  usual  period  after  the  confinement  this  also  is 
provided,  while  very  delicate  babies  such  as  premature  ones  can 
be  admitted  to  hospital  with  their  mothers  immediately  after  con- 
finement in  the  home.  The  Council  are  also  financially  responsible 
for  the  treatment  of  children  in  hospital  who  are  under  5 years  of 
age. 

Last  year  93  mothers  received  hospital  treatment  under  the 
Corporation’s  scheme,  42  because  of  unsuitable  home  conditions, 
and  51  because  of  complications. 


Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

During  the  year  1 1 children  were  examined  by  Dr.  Crockatt, 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon.  Children  of  under  school  age  attend  at  the 
Central  School  clinic  which  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.

SPECIAL  CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS. 

The  inauguration  of  these  special  inspections  was  described 
in  the  1943  Report.  From  the  figures  recorded  it  will  be  seen  that 
little  uncleanliness  was  found.

It  is  still  the  policy  of  the  Council  to  admit  only  children  of 
mothers  who  are  working  or  temporarily  incapacitated.  The 
nurseries  are  both  in  great  demand  and  show  an  increasing 
popularity. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  not  high,  the  disease 
most  prevalent  being  Chicken  Pox.

Any  children  requiring  Ultra  Violet  Light  treatment,  or  who 
were  due  for  diphtheria  immunisation,  were  brought  to  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  by  nursery  staff,  so  that  no  benefits  were  lost  to 
the  children  through  their  mothers  being  engaged  at  work. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  was  very  good  and  with 
few  exceptions  the  children  settled  down  quickly  after  admission. 
Three  of  the  staff  contracted  Infectious  Hepatitis  at  Ogden  Lane 
Nursery,  and  the  Nursery  was  closed  as  a precautionary  measure 
for  a period  of  two  weeks. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Of  the  10,235  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough,  10,158  are 
on  the  public  supply,  which  has  remained  satisfactory  as  regards 
quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year.  With  the  exception  of 
three  houses  supplied  by  stand-pipe,  all  those  on  public  supply 
receive  water  directly  to  the  houses.  The  remaining  houses  have 
priv^ate  supplies  derived  from  springs  and  wells,  the  majority  of 
which  are  frequently  contaminated  by  animal  pollution. 

I am  informed  by  Mr.  Lawson,  the  Water  Engineer,  that

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

I have  been  informed  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Sneezum,  the  Borough 
Engineer,  that  one  sewer  extension  was  made  during  1946. 
Approximately  400  houses  are  not  connected  to  sewers.  It  is  hoped 
that  early  progress  in  this  direction  will  be  made,  and  we  anxiously 
await  the  report  on  the  sewer  survey  undertaken  by  the  Borough 
Engineer.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  the  Brighouse 
Swimming  Bath  is  well  patronised.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  this 
Council  to  adapt  this  bath  to  modern  standards  as  far  as  possible, 
and  regular  samples  of  the  water  are  taken  by  this  Department  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examination. 

The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  66  thousand  gallons.  The 
chlorinating  apparatus  was  installed  in  1937.  It  is  of  a modern 
type  and  the  water  is  sterilised  by  the  chloramine  system.  This 
apparatus  is  capable  of  dealing  with  40  or  50  gallons  an  hour. 

There  is  a sand  pressure  rotary  filter  which  is  washed  out 
twice  a week,  but  which  is  only  capable  of  dealing  with  6 or  7 
thousand  gallons  an  hour  with  a pressure  of  60  lbs.  of  steam.  The 
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steam  head  cannot  be  maintained  above  this  pressure  because  the 
calorifier  for  heating  the  water  for  the  slipper  baths  is  also  supplied 
from  this  source,  and  as  so  very  many  houses  in  this  town  are  not 
provided  with  baths  there  is  a large  drain  on  the  boiler  for  this 
purpose. 

In  this  connection  it  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
number  of  slipper  baths  taken  by  men  during  the  year  was  9528. 
The  slipper  baths  taken  by  women  for  some  reason,  however,  de- 
creased since  last  year  from  1494  to  1436.  It  is  hoped  that  before 
many  years  have  passed  there  will  be  no  need  for  people  to  attend 
at  public  baths  for  this  purpose  and  that  every  house  in  the  town 
will  have  its  own  bathroom. 

Before  I comment  on  the  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  the  next 
Annual  Report  it  is  hoped  that  an  electrically  driven  pump  will  be 
installed  which  will  be  capable  of  dealing  with  15  thousand  gallons 
an  hour  with  the  present  4"  piping.  With  this  pump,  the  existing 
filter  and  our  present  up-to-date  chlorinating  plant,  we  could  turn 
over  the  bath  water  in  five  hours.  With  6"  piping  the  bath  water 
could  be  turned  over  in  three  hours.  (Ministry  of  Health  standard 
four  hours) . 

The  maintenance  of  the  Brighouse  Swimming  Bath  is  very 
good,  and  bacteriological  examination  has  always  been  satisfactory. 
The  normal  chlorination  is  maintained  between  0.2  and  0.5,  but  at 
peak  times  it  is  stepped  up.

During  the  three  years,  1945-1947,  29  permanent  houses 
were  erected  privately  under  building  licence. 
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It  will  be  realised  that  this  programme  is  quite  inadequate 
for  our  needs,  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  approval  will  be  forth- 
coming for  the  erection  of  additional  houses.  The  Council  are  well 
aware  of  the  housing  needs  of  the  district  and  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  obtain  approval  for  a much  more  ambitious  programme. 

We  have  very  many  sub-standard  houses  in  this  district.  It 
is  considered  that  the  Ministry  might  well  consider,  if  any  curtail- 
ment is  to  be  made  in  the  country’s  housing  programme,  that  in 
districts  such  as  this  one  where  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation 
still  remain,  the  housing  programme  should  not  be  cut  to  the  same 
extent  as  in  districts  where  there  is  a much  larger  number  of  fit 
houses. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

Systematic  Inspections  are  made  to  all  dairies  and  cowsheds 
in  the  Borough,  and  details  are  given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tor’s Report.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  four  new  cowsheds  were 
provided  and  that  steam  sterilization  was  arranged  in  three  dairies, 
one  of  which  was  newly  erected. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

A detailed  statement  regarding  the  action  taken  with  regard 
to  meat  and  other  foods  is  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Adulteration,  etc. 

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  carried  out 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examinations  of  Food.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

General. 

The  notifiable  diseases  most  prevalent  during  1946 
Chicken  Pox  and  Whooping  Cough. 
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Diphtheria  Ipimunisation. 

Children  were  immunised  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres, 
at  a special  morning  session  at  Huddersfield  Road  Centre,  and  in  the 
Schools. 

The  prophylactics  used  were  two  doses  each  0.5  c.c.  Alum 
Precipitated  Toxoid  for  children  under  8 years,  and  0.5  c.c.  of  the 
same  material  for  the  re-inforcing  dose.  For  children  over  .8  years 
Toxoid  Antitoxin  Floccules  are  used,  three  doses  of  1.0  c.c.  each. 

The  practice  of  giving  one  re-inforcing  dose  of  0.5  c.c. 
A.P.T.  to  previously  immunised  children  on  reaching  the  age  of 
four  and  a half  to  five  years  was  continued. 

318  pre-school  children  and  15  school  children  received 
complete  treatment  during  the  year.

Protection  against  Whooping  Cough  was  introduced  in 
February,  1945  ; treatment  is  given  free  of  charge  to  all  pre-school 
children  upon  request  of  parents.  The  treatment  consists  normally 
of  three  injections  of  Alum  Precipitated  Vaccine. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  treatment  does  not  offer  the 
same  degree  of  protection  as  diphtheria  immunisation,  and  for  this 
reason  it  has  not  been  publicised.  The  number  availing  them- 
selves of  this  treatment  is  very  small  considering  the  amount  of 
distress  caused  by  the  disease.  We  are  awaiting  with  interest  the 
results  of  the  present  trials  of  whooping  cough  vaccine. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria. 

During  1946  there  were  4 cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Borough 
with  no  deaths,  compared  with  7 cases  in  1945.  None  of  the  cases 
had  been  immunised. 

Smallpox. 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  1946. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

No  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  notified  as  occurring  in 
the  Borough  during  1946. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified  during  the 

year. 

Pneumonia. 

16  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  reported,  compared  with  9 m 

1945.  There  were  ten  deaths. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  statistics  relating  to  Tuberculosis  are  presented  in 
tabular  form  in  Table  13. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulation,  1925,  nor  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

No  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  were  notified  during  1946, 
compared  with  two  cases  in  1945. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

No  case  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  during 

1946. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  1946  there  were  30  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  compared 
with  47  in  1945. 

Enteric  Fever. 

2 cases  were  notified  during  1946,  both  during  the  month  of 
August.  One  of  these  cases  died. 

Chicken  Pox. 

This  is  still  a notifiable  disease  in  Brighouse,  and,  during 
the  year,  131  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  26  during  1945. 


Erysipelas. 

There  were  6 cases  of  Erysipelas  during  the  year,  two  more 
than  in  1945. 
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Measles. 

9 cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  335 
cases  last  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  year  there  were  60  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified, 
compared  with  21  cases  in  1945.  There  was  one  death.  None  of 
these  cases  had  been  immunised. 


CANCER. 

72  deaths — 27  males  and  45  females — -were  registered  as 
being  caused  by  some  form  of  malignant  disease.  These  figures 
show  an  increase  of  7 cases  over  the  1945  figures. 

Residents  in  the  Borough  can  be  dealt  with  under  the 
County  Scheme  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  Cancer. 
The  existing  arrangement  is  that  they  may  be  sent  directly  to  the 
Bradford  Radium  Institute  by  their  medical  attendants.

1946. 


TO  HIS  WORSHIP  THE  MAYOR.  ALDERMEN  AND 
COUNCILLORS  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  BRIGHOUSE 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Services  for  the  year  1946. 

The  Sanitary  Section  covers  the  period  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1946,  whilst  the  Cleansing  Section  is  for  the 
financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1947. 

Brighouse  suffered  severely  in  September  owing  to  the  over- 
flowing of  the  Riv^er  Calder  and  consequent  flooding  of  the  areas 
of  land  and  properties  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  town.  Considerable 
stocks  of  foodstuffs  were  inundated  with  the  flood  water  and  the 
Department  was  called  upon  to  condemn  large  stocks  of  the  same. 

The  occupation  by  Squatters  of  three  military  camps  at  : — 

1.  The  Gun  Site,  Southowram  ; 

2.  Fort  Shibden,  Southowram  ; 

3.  R.A.O.C.  Depot,  Birds  Royd,  Brighouse  ; 
called  for  the  submission  of  special  reports  and  also  for  the  system- 
atic and  regular  inspection  of  these  areas. 

The  collection  of  waste  and  dormant  materials  was  well 
maintained  throughout  the  year,  apart  from  the  period  of  February 
and  March  when  it  was  impossible,  owing  to  exceptionally  heavy 
snow  falls,  for  routine  collections  to  be  maintained. 

The  statistics  given  in  the  report  indicate  that  progress  was 
well  maintained  in  all  sections  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the 
Department  apart  from  Housing.  Until  more  houses  are  erected  by 
the  Council  it  will  be  impossible  to  deal  with  a number  of  houses 
which  fall  well  below  the  general  standard  required.  The  Housing 
Committee  made  a commencement  in  the  building  of  permanent 
houses  and  the  erection  of  prefabricated  houses  towards  the  end 
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of  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  progress  can  be  made  in  dealing 
with  the  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

Good  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936/38,  and  as  a 
result  of  our  activities  four  farms  were  granted  licences  to  produce 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  three  farms  to  produce  Accredited 
Milk. 

In  conclusion  I again  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and 
encouragement,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  co-operation 
and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  loyalty.

CHEMICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  sampling  of  the  milk  is  ad- 
ministered by  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  Inspector  and  my- 
self, the  County  Council  bearing  the  cost  of  Sampling  and  also  pro- 
viding any  legal  assistance  necessary. 

102  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year,  all 
of  which  were  formal  samples,  including  1 Appeal  to  cow  samples, 
99  samples  were  reported  as  genuine,  whilst  3 samples  were  ad- 
versely reported  upon  by  the  Public  Analyst.  In  two  cases  Legal 
Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  vendor,  whilst  the  third  vendor 
was  cautioned.

For  the  past  three  years,  prior  to  1946,  the  Department  co- 
operated with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the 
Leeds  University  in  the  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory 
Scheme,  and  regular  routine  samples  of  milk,  from  all  Producers, 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture at  Leeds  University  for  the  Resasurin  Test  for  keeping  quality.

Flood  Damage. 

It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  disastrous  flooding  occurred  in 
parts  of  the  Borough  on  the  20th  September,  1946,  when  the  River 
Calder  overflowed  and  areas  adjacent  thereto  became  severely  in- 
undated with  flood  water. 

Disinfectant  was  supplied  on  a liberal  scale  to  house-holders 
when  the  flood  water  subsided  together  with  an  issue  of  carbolic 
soap  in  agreement  with  the  Local  Food  Executive  Officer. 

In  many  cases  rations  and  foodstuffs  of  householders  were 
damaged  together  with  foodstuffs  in  shops  and  warehouses.  The 
following  table  indicates  the  amount  of  food  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption,  and  for  which  Condemnation  Certificates

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION. 

52  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  cases  of  infectious 
disease.  42  disinfections  were  carried  out  after  infectious  disease. 

In  consequence  of  the  outbreak  of  Paratyphoid  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September,  5 samples  of  milk  from  the  houses 
where  patients  had  been  removed  were  submitted  for  special  ex- 
amination for  pathogenic  organisms.  In  addition  2 samples  of  Ice 
Cream,  one  of  dried  milk  and  one  of  margarine  were  also  sub- 
mitted for  special  examination  for  pathogenic  organisms.

Every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  give  as  accurately  as 
possible  the  weight  of  refuse  collected,  but  only  refuse  dealt  with 
at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works  is  actually  weighed. 

Great  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  in  connec- 
tion with  the  collection  of  refuse  owing  to  acute  shortages  of  labour 
and  unsatisfactory  transport.  Most  of  the  vehicles  in  the  Depart- 
ment are  about  ten  years  old  and  require  replacement.  Two  vehicles 
were  ordered  during  the  year  under  review  but  have  not  yet  been 
delivered,  whilst  it  is  intended  during  1947  to  purchase  a further 
two  vehicles.

SALVAGE. 


I have  again  to  record  that,  notwithstanding  the  difficulties 
of  collection,  the  salvage  of  waste  and  dormant  materials  was 
satisfactorily!  maintained.  Most  of  the  materials  such  as  waste 
paper  and  kitchen  waste  reveal  an  increase  over  previous  years 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  Brighouse  again  headed  the  list  of 
Non-County  Boroughs  in  the  three  Ridings  of  Yorkshire  for  the 
highest  salvage  return  per  thousand  population. 

The  separate  collection  of  kitchen  waste  from  404  communal 
bins  was  well  maintained  and  resulted  in  a yield  of  377  tons.
